PSYCHOLOGISTS 
TO HEARYINER 

Freud's Theory of Psycho- 
analysis to Be Discussed 

Speaker Will Outline Origin 
and History of Psycho- 
analysis 



The Psychological Society will 
hear Dr. Norman Viner discuss 
psychoanalysis tonight in Strath- 
cona Hall at 8 p.m. Dr. Viner is a 
graduate of McGill. and is now lec- 
turer in Neurology at McGill. A 
short outline of the origin and his- 
tory of psychoanalysis will be giv- 
en by the speaker, including a de- 
scription of the various techniques 
and the philosophy of psychoan- 
alysis. 

"Dr. Viner," stated the secretary 
of the Psychological Society, "is 
especially qualified to deal with the 
subject of psychoanalysis because 
of his extensive experience in this 
field."

DR. ROSCOE SPEAKS 
AT SCIENCE CLUB 



Addresses Women on Topic 
of 'Some Aspects of 
Modern Botany' 

"Most people who are not botan- 
ists feel that botany is hardly a 
science" announced Dr. Roscoe at a 
meeting of the Science Women's 
Club held yesterday afternoon in 
the R.V.C. Common Room. "They 
think" she continued, "that we are 
'picking petals off daisies' most of 
the time. But even students in 
Botany I know that you can't pick 
petals off a daisy." 

Dr. Roscoe's topic was 'Some As- 
pects of Modern Botany,' and after 
mentioning the importance of tax- 
onomy, she spoke mainly about 
Economic botany— plants used for 
food, fibres and drugs. Every crop 
has been improved with difficul- 
ties, for example the apple. Orch- 
ardlsts dream to have apples that 
will store well, have nutritive value, 
good flavor, and thick cuticle, For 
this, the chromosome makeup must 
be known. Then also there must b 
effective pollination during a short 
period. Correct winds and plenty of 
insects have high correlation with 
pollination, but the chromosome 
makeup must also be known. 

Many nutritional diseases occur, 
for example, bitter pit, which is 
caused by soil moisture; corkcy 
core, internal core and drought spot 
which aro caused by boron defici 
ency. Certain varieties of apples 
with thin cuticle are susceptible to 
"scab", black spots caused by fun 
gus, but if sprayed lightly with 
Hormordin at the right time this 
may be almost entirely prevented 

Dr. Roscoe then turned, to other 
things which have recently inter- 
ested the botanical world, such as 
the nature of the growth of plants, 
now known to be tip growth from 
the apical maristen. 

"We need an army of botanical 
specialists for fowl and fibre plants, 
etc, and. also people on this contin 
ent who are familiar with plants, 
concluded Dr. Rosçt*.

will be co-leaders of the Confer- 
ence. The former has travelled ex-

Just a glance at "Old Squiffy," as 
Bill Paradene calls his pal Tid- 
mouth is worth the price of admis» 
sion. He "oozes" on and off the 
stage in utter bewilderment as tor 
what's going on, spouting, his 
Wodehouiian epithets in great style, 
and John Villiers, with his English 
accent, imported from England, is 
just the man for the part. 

David Ashdown, with the voice 
of Claude Rains and the appearance 
of Laurence Olivier, is, we are sure, 
set for another fine performance, 
perhaps even better than last year's 
role of the Hon. Allan Howard, in 
"French Without Tears." 

Much the same thing might be 
said of Leonard Griffith, who, in 
his knickerbockers and cap, cannot 
be mistaken for anybody else but 
the pompous, old uncle, Sir Hugo 
Drake, "weak on his sticks," as 
"Squiffy" puts it, and forever keep- 
ing a watchful eye on young Bill 
Paradene, in dreadful fear that Bill 
might marry someone without the 
right kind of a family. 

And as for Lottie; like a bad 
penny and Lord Tidmouth's um- 
brella, she always turns up at the 
wrong time. Her battle with Dr. 
Sally Smith, though not quite as 
hectic as a similar scene in "The 
Women," is short and to the point 
Her domineering character and 
vicious temper stand her in good 
stead, and when she can't attain 
her ends by browbeating anybody, 
she just falls down and faints, hop- 
ing that someone will be gentleman 
enough to catch her. 

Dr. Sally Smith, on the other 
hand, is never domineering or 
overbearing. She isn't .particularly 
interested in men, though, of 
course, she expects to marry, but 
merely because of biological rea- 
sons, and then at her own conven- 
ience. She soon finds out that this 
is not exactly the way to make 
friends and influence people. 

These are the principal charac- 
ters. Some are ridiculous, and some 
are, austere. It might, in fact, be 
said that in "Good Morning, BUI" 
events and characters range from 
the sublime to the ridiculous, and 
back again. In plot and counterplot, 
the entangled loves and hates of 
Tidmouth, Dr. Sally Smith, Lottie 
Burke, and Bill Paradene are even- 
tually untangled, but only at th» 
very end of the last scene.

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L'Affaire Bert Yates 

A number of letters have appeared in 
the Daily recently concerning the dis- 
missal of Bert Yates from his employment 
as night janitor of the McGill Union. Sev- 
eral of these epistles have suggested that 
some fault lay in the Students' Executive 
Council for cither taking an unwarranted 
action in dismissing Bert or in failing to 
take action to reemploy him. We take this 
opportunity to explain the situation to the 
student body. 

At a meeting of.- the Students' Executive 
Council held on January 37th. it was re- 
ported to the Council by George McDon- 
ald, the president of the McGill Union that 
the Union House Committee had dismissed 
Mr. Yates as night attendant, for alleged 
inefficiency and had hired a new man. The 
Council's approval of this change in Union 
staff was requested. H was further report- 
ed that Yates was at the time of the meet- 
ing working as night cleaner in the Admin- 
istration Building. 

Some discussion followed as to the pro- 
cedure for hiring and dismissing Union em- 
ployees and it was felt that in view of the 
fact that the House Committee was elected 
, by the male members of the student body 
at large, and since they were responsible 
for the administration of the Union build- 
ing, it was only proper for the control of 
employees of the Union to be vested in the 
House Committee. Following this discus- 
sion a motion was passed by a majority 
vote of the Council approving these changes 
in the personnel of the Union staff. 

Subsequently several letters were re- 
ceived by the Daily and by various mem- 
bers of the Students' Executive Council 
which resulted in a further discussion of 
the matter at last night's Council meeting. 
This discussion resulted in the Council 
adopting the following motion. "The Stu- 
dents' Executive Council request the Union 
House Committee to reconsider the dis- 
missal of Bert Yates with the suggestion 
that he be reemployed in his former capa- 
. city as night cleaner for such time as his 
work prove satisfactory." 

The reconsidered decision of the Union 
House Committee can be expected in the 
near future. 



Truth 

We may suppose without an argument 
that it is difficult to be honest. In some 
cases it is undesirable from a fraternal 
point of view; in others it is impossible 
jfrom a dependent position. Yet there are 
students who bluff their way through ex- 
aminations; there are clergymen who go 
through the motions each Sunday with the 
well-worn cant. There are governments 
who make no decisions but bait all other 
governments with seductive minnows, and 
satisfy no one opinion wholly in maintain- 
ing a nebulous stand. There are individuals 
who know what they ought to believe and 
by dint of hard trying, convince even 
themselves. The terms, " insincerity " and 
u hishonesty " and "treachery," are called 
-diplomacy, which is a much more pleasant 
word. 

Unanimity is a wonderful thing, to be 
sought after, but quite impossible, in the 
state of society we have —unless people do j 
sacrifice conviction to intellectual obesity. 
We hope they never do. It is good to see

ropular Music 

The Benny Goodman Sextet, featuring Count 
Basle at the piano, slips into n terrific groove 
on "Benny's Bugle" (Columbia). The "tune" 
consists of two powerful riff sequences and, 
builds up to a tremendous climax on the last 
chorus. Bits by the Count and Charlie Chris- 
tian are outstanding, but it is Géorgie Auld who 
really takes the solo honours. The reverse. "As 
Ixwr As I Live", is a fine example of quiet but 
exciting swing, with the Count's delicate pianis- 
tics and Benny's noodling in the background 
supplying the main thrills. 

Another Benny— this time Benny Carter- 
pops up with two A-l sides this month. Carter 
has what is probably the most unappreciated 
negro band in America, but his recent work 
for Bluebird ought to remedy the situation. 
"Cocktails for Two" features Benny's gorgeous 
alto and a tasteful piann solo (By whom?). 
'Takin' my Time" is a riff tune, written and 
arranged by Benny, and again featuring his hot 
alto and first class work by trumpets and uni- 
son saxes. The band's dynamics are perfect. 

Get ready for more superlatives, for purple 
passages are in order when discussing the music 
of Duke Ellington. This month, the Duke fav- 
oured us with three good platters, two by the 
whole band, and one by a smaller outfit under 
Barney Bigard. "Chloe". by the full band, is 
a fine treatment of the American classic and 
features, besides beautiful work by the saxes, 
one of the best tenor solos that Ben Webster has 
ever recorded. "Across the Track Blues" is 
typical Ellingtonian blues with the usual 
screwy chords and the usual Bigard low register 
clarinet. "1 Never Felt this Way Before" is an 
Ellington composed pop with a good vocal by 
Herb Jeffries, more Webster tenor saxing, and 
a lovely, lazy trombone coda by Lawrence 
Brown. The reverse, "All Too Soon", another 
pop written by the Duke, sets a mellow mood 
mainly induced by the solos of Rex Stewart 
and Johnny Kodges on trumpet and alto sax. 
The first side by Bigard (on Bluebird) is a fast 
moving opus, "Charlie the Chulo" in which the 
small band sounds rather like John Kirby. A 
thrilling duel between the Duke's piano and 
Bigard's clarinet is the highlight of this side. 
"A Lull at Dawn" is another slow moving, mel- 
low number on which Barney plays great clari- 
net. 

Decca's album of boogie-woogie music was 
released in Canada last week. It features the 
work of ten noted boogie pianists and is a 
worthy addition to the long series of hot jazz 
albums that Decca has issued during the past 
few months. Most kicks for your reviewer came 
not from the work of the much-touted big 
white band pianists, but from the work of 
Honey Hill. Cleo Brown, Pete Johnson, Meade 
Lux Lewis and other more-or-less unknown 
artists. — N.C.

For Lowbrows Only

Sex and the problems it suggests, is one of 
the greatest areas of conflict among modern 
novelists and their critics. A consideration of 
these problems here must necessarily be super- 
ficial, but it may serve to illustrate the differ- 
ence between the various schools of writing, as 
was proposed last week. As interpretive of the 
emotional and intellectual Realists and Idealists 
jet us consider Dos Passos, Hemingway, Law- 
rence and Huxley respectively. The late 
James Joyce is advisedly being left out of this 
discussion because, although his books are well 
established in point of time, as far as general 
understanding is concerned they are like books 
fresh off the presses. 

Of the four authors mentioned above, Law- 
rence stands out as the one subjected to the 
greatest amount of criticism and misinterpreta- 
tion. He was unfortunate enough to have had 
difficulty with the board of censors on more 
than one occasion, and although this may not 
have hurt the material rewards for his work, 
it most certainly hurt his reputation. He gath- 
ered, unwillingly, behind him the dirty-minded 
people of two continents. And the stigma put 
upon his works by the carnal hoots of this 
rabble dogged him to his death. 

The philosophy under which Lawrence wrote 
is well summed up in a phrase of Pelham Ed 
gar's from his book "The Art of the Novel": 
"We have moved too far away from primitive 
impulses, and the substitution of mind for 
instincts is not Justified by any inherent right 
ness in our thinking". Lawrence himself once 
wrote to a friend thus: "My great religion is a 
belief in the blood, the flesh, as being wiser 
than the intellect. We can go wrong in our 
minds. But what our blood feels and believes 
and says, is always true." 

This theme does not make Lawrence's books 
obscene. In fact, because his books are always 
built around this theme and because this theme 
is always so constant, he achieves an integra- 
tion of structure that makes his writing rare in 
its high quality. Thelrouble with Lawrence 
began when men such as Middleion Murry 
confused sex frustration with social maladjust- 
ment. Lawrence was not a pathological case, 
but rather, as we find in his letters, a poet 
obsessed with an idealogy, striking deep to 
the root of things. He may have been wrong 
in choosing the path he did, but he was burn, 
ingly sincere and consistent with himself. Con- 
ventional morality was shocked, of course, but 
after all, conventional morality was only in- 
vented because most people are too stupid and 
too dull of conscience to make for themselves 
a high code of ethics. 

Of the other men under consideration we 
can say not so much. In Huxley's work the 
question of sex is subordinate to the author' 
own ideas on the post-war desire for entire 
freedom from social aim and moral obligation. 
He is propagating the principle of aimlessnes», 
not, indeed, because he likes it, but because he 
sees it all around him and it affords his bitter 
humour a pitiful, shameless target. But even 
so, Huxley has been condemned as needlessly 
immoral. He dwells, it seems, unnaturally lon u 
on the teasing graces of Lucy Tantamount and 
the ideas of Lilian Aldwinkle who "believes 
in passion, passionately." 

This, however, is a necessary instrument in 
Huxley's plan, He is writing what lias been 
called a "novel of ideas," and in order lo ex- 
plain these ideas of his in a legitimately artistic 
way he has created a set of people who will 
argue to pass the lime and make Jove to stave 
oil boredom. They are a group with wttfloient

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Hit the Trail

The last Outins Club tour was de- 
finitely a failure from the view- 
point of numbers. The cause may 
have been due to lack of informa- 
tion in the Daily, and perhaps to 
the uninviting weather Friday and 
Saturday. Sunday morning a .-mal! 
group assembled on the C.N.R. plat- 
form at St. Sauveur, and after miss- 
ing the first train west for MonUord, 
managed to get on the following 
train a few minutes later. On arriv- 
ing at Montford we found that a 
party of twelve skiers were going 
over the same route, and so for the 
early part of the day we combined 
parties, and set out. A heavy snow- 
fall of several days before left the 
trail în wonderful condition, but 
rather difficult since it necessitated 
breaking trail most of the way. The 
woods were a perfect fairyland of 
snow cloaked trees, unbelievably 
beautiful.

Sauveur, some hills compare favor- 
ably to 69 and 70. At noon the party 
stopped at the edge of a small lake 
and built a fire. Skiing all after- 
noon, we arrived back in the hills 
from St. Sauveur and rather than 
break trail into Shawbridge, we 
skied down into the valley. A sup- 
per at a little hotel down from the 
station finished off the day, I am of 
the opinion that these tours are an 
exhausting form of sport but well 
worth it,

Those who read Hickory 

Blades last year will remem- 
ber the glow-inr accounts of the 
famous long trek from Labelle 
to Shawbridge. It was such a 
success last year that it has 
been decided to hold a simitar 
tour this year. Starting from 
Labelle, on Saturday, March 1, 
the first night should find us on 
top of Mt. Tremblant at Wheel- 
er's Cabin. The second day the 
party will reach Lac au Foil, 
outside of St, Faustin. The third 
night will be spent at Sun Val- 
ley farm (5th Range, Val Morin) 
and Tuesday the trail ends at 
Shawbridge. with a shower and 
one of the Lodge's famous 
meals. Such a tour entails about 
twenty miles of skiing per day.

On such a trip as this, organiza- 
tion «* vital, and co-operation is of 
great importance. Mr. Johannsen 
will lead the tour. Skf equipment 
must be in perfect condition, boots 
must fit properly with no possibil- 
ity of blistering, and one's physical 
condition must be good. Owing to 
limited accommodation, at the var- 
ious stop-overs, only twelve skiers 
will be able to go on the tour. 
Those contemplating the- trip might 
take note of the following items. 

<• ❖ * 
You will need skies, poles 

and a pack, all in best possible 
condition. The skies should be 
light, and the pack of the A 
frame type. Waxes are of vital 
importance. For most snow con- 
ditions a bare ski is satisfactory 
but any form of klister lOslbye, 
Bratlie, etc.) should be used to 
prevent backslip. Klister is a 
first consideration, and may be 
supplemented by any type of 
wax corresponding to Ostbye 
medium, 'hi speed dry snow,' 
bratlie tor, etc. The main idea 
is to bring a running wax and 
a climbing wax. Spare parts for 
your particular type of harness 
are a very' sound idea, and 
backed up with adhesive tape, 
and a length of leather thong 
most repairs may be made on 
the trail. 

❖ •> ♦ 

Clothing is a confusing problem 

to most people. There is a tempta- 
tion to go to extremes, either too 
little or too much. Important things 
are. extra socks for wet feet, a pair 
of 'pyjamas.' an extra pair of inits 
or gloves, a heavy sweater, and a 
wind-jacket. Personally. I find that 
a cotton shirt, a light sleeveless 
sweater, and a flannel shirt over all 
will keep me comfortable, even in 
the coldest weather. When sU>i,dirig 
on the trail, or late in the day, an 
extra sweater and parka give added 
warmth. One must have sun glasses 
to prevent snow blindness, al- 
though some people are less sus- 
ceptible than others. A knife will 
be useful for de-icing ckies, repairs, 
camp use. etc. The tour leaders will 
bring pots, but the members of the 
party must bring their own cups. 
To keep the cost down, lunches for 
Saturday and Sunday should be 
carried, Monday and Tuesday, the 
trail touches civilization, and food 
can be bought at the local stores. 
The lunches may be supplemented 
by chocolate, 20 to 30 lumps of 
augar, and either raisins or prunes,

In 1921 Dr. F. W. Harvey, former Medical Officer at McGill, and 
a great supporter of Athletics at McGill since that time, added an annual 
trophy for the best sll-round Freshman gymnast. The granting of 2nd 
and 3rd Grade "Ms" was added a few yesrs later and today the Gym- 
nastic Meet has become more of a tradition thsn perhspa any other 
sport carried on in the College. 

The Events which are included in the Wicksteed proper, are the 
Side Horse, Parallel Bars, Horizontal Bar, snd Mats. This year, however, 
the Vaulting Box and Flying Rings are also to be Included as Individual 
events. The winner of each all-round class will receive a Second Grsde

F. W. Harvey Trophy, the Winner of Class (2) a Bronze Medal and the 
Winner of Class (3) a Silver Medal. The Individual Champs on each

It is just healthy "reality". In his book "Fare- 
well to Arms" he breaks down for a while and 
admits of love instead of lust. But in the last 
few pages he recovers and jerks the gentle 
reader back to bald earth by performing a 



Caesarean operation that results in a still-born 
child and the death of its mother. 

With Dos Passos we have a different picture 
of reality, and since sex is such a real thing, a 
vastly different picture of sex. To him it is no 
problem. It just goes on. He might well liken 
it to a subway or a skyscraper or anything that 
makes an impression on the consciousness. For 
him, li/e is just a bundle of fleeting, kaleid- 
oscopic sensations, and sexual interest is no 
more important than the passing of a yellow 
taxi-cab or the,muzzling of a brown dog in the 
garbage-cans of the Lower East Side.

ALEX MUNRO, OLDEST 
McGILL GRAD, DEAD 

Dr. Alexander Munro, oldest 
medical graduate of McGill Uni- 
versity and probably the old- 
est graduate of that university, 
died at his home. 4875 Western 
avenue, Wcslmount, yesterday, 
in his 98th year. 

A native and lifelong resident 
of Montreal, with the excep- 
tion of a few years spent in 
postgraduate studies overseas, 
Dr. Munro graduated from Mc- 
Gill in 1876 and retired only 10 
years ago after 55 years' prac- 
tice as a physician and surgeon 
in the city. 

After his graduation he went 
to London, England, where he 
served his interneship in St. 
Thomas Hospital. Followed then 
postgraduate studies in surgery 
at Edinburgh and Paris. 

Returning to Canada in the 
early 1880's, Dr. Munro opened 
his practice here in the then- 
fashionable district of Beaver 
Hall Hill. Later, he moved his 
office to Dorchester street, 
where it remained until some 30 
years ago, when he established 
his home and office on Western 
avenue. 

Funeral service is being held 
privately on Saturday in the 
chapel of D. A. Collins, Sher- 
brooke street west.
